Barrels, 

“Cooperage is one of the trades that 
no one thought of Improving until with- 
In recent years," jd a manufacturer, 
“but then the Inventors and expert ma- 
echinists started in with such a rush 
that [t takes a good deal of our time 
keeping abreast of the Improvements 
that are comlug [nto the market every 
lay. 

“The work used to be done entirely 
by hand, and the coopers often had to 
buy thelr hoops from a ficm that made 
nothing else, The coopers were not 
well ecnongb equipped to make all the 
different parts of a barrel theniselves, 
and often they bought everythlug ont- 
side and merely put the barrels togeth- 
er. It psed to take Ove or six men to 
do the work properly, and an hour's 
,Ume would perhaps turn out ten bar- 
rels, 

“As the system Is now, all the differ- 
ent parts are made by one machine, 
and only one man fs needed to attend 
it.. After the wood, is fashioned {nto 
stayes and hoops and braces by it, the 
pleces are run through avother section 
of jt and come out almost Immediately 
a Uolshed barrel, ready to. be loaded 
and shipped to our customers. 

“On a regular average about 30 bar- 


rels can be turned out in an hour. You 
can see what the saying is oyer the old 
way. Employing, six men for one hour, 
as they used to do, we can get 160°bar- 
rels, where by the old system they 
were only able to get ten,”’—Pittsburg 
Chrouicle-Telegraph.

The: Chinese rejoice in a wonderful 
talent for inaccuracy in eyery detail. 
For iastance, a pound or a pint varies 
as It sults the. merchant's fancy. In 
some part you get half ora quarter 
as much as you do in others for the 
same price and measure, 

Then, again, thelr way of calculating 
distance does not at all tally with Eu- 
clid. . For instance, you are told from 
A to B is four miles, but from B to A 
Is eight miles. If you ask how this Is 
possible, you are told It depends from 
which end you start; if you start from 
A, it Is down hill, so much easier to 
walk; whereas, starting from B, you 
bave to walk up hill, which is much 
more exerting and fatiguing—in fact, 
it ls the same as walking a longer dis- 
tance on even ground.

PRETORIA IS DOOMED 


Although the British Have Not 


Yet Entered the City. 


Celebrations in England and Cana- 


da Were Somewhat Premature. 


Special Dispatches to the Tribune 


London, May 31—Lord Roberts’ last 
Cespatches shed a soinewhat different 
light on thelmilitary situation. Before 
they were received celebrations were 
organized in the country towns in 
of the fall of Pretoria. In

Pretoria, however, is not just yet in 
the hands of the British, though there 
is no reason to doubt the anthenticity 
of the report that President Kruger 
has evacuated the.plice and that the 
municipality is ready to surrender 
when confronted by.Lord -Roberts’ 
forces. 

At 9 o'clock last night the final 
forward movement on the Transvaal 
capital had apparently not commenced. 
All Lord> Roberts’ dispositions of 
troops appenr'to apply to Johannes- 
burg, and though the British seem 
certain to reach Pretoria within a day 
or 50, they will not oceupy if without 
fighting if the opposition of the Boers 
around Johannesburg is any criterion, 

Gen. French’s movement appears 
not to be so muchin the nature of an 
immediate advance on Pretoria as 
part of a plan to surround Johannes- 
burg, from which, last night, he was: 
only a few miles distant. 

Lord Roberts himself is at Elands- 
dorf Junction. His forces “will be 
placed to the south, west and north of 
Jonnansburg subsequent to the 
surrender of the city. These units 
will probably be reconcentrated while

Cedars Twenty Centuries Old, 

Some cedars are undoubtedly more 
than 2,000. years old, for, though on 
g00d, moraine soil they grow about as 
fast as oaks, on bare pavements and 
smoothly. glaciated overswept granite 
ridges in the dome region they grow 
extremely slow.- 

One on the Starr King ridge, only 2 
fect 11 inches in diameter, was 1,140 
years old. “Another on the same ridge, 
only 1 foot 744 Inches in diameter, had 
réached the age of S34 years. ‘The first 
15 inches froiwb the birk of a medium 
seized tree—6 feet Jn djameter—on the 
north Tenaya pavement bad $59 layers 
of wood, or 57 td the fnch. Beyond 
this the count was stopped by dry rot 
and overgrown wounds. 

The largest J exainined was 33 fect 
in girth, or nearly 10 feet in diameter, 
and, though}. falied to get anything 
like a complete count, I learned enoogh 
from ‘this and many other specimens 
to convince me that’ most of the trees 
8 to'10 feet thiek, standing on polish- 
ed glacier pavements, are more than 
20 centuries of age rather than less. 
Barring accidents, for all I can see, 
they would live forever. When killed, 
they waste out of existence about as 
slowly as granite—John Muir in At-

The Shanghai correspondents re- 
port that United States Minister 
Conger, asks for 2,000 United States 
troops.

Mrs. Jane Richardson, wife of Geo. 

ichardson, died at the family res- 
idence on the Boundary road on Sun- 
day.

Japanese Government Restricting 
Emigration.to.Canada, 


Special Correspondence to The Tribtine 
Washingten, “De ©C., Jone 15.> As 
South Africa fades from view Chinn 


correspondingly increases, and Great 
Britain's hands remain as’ full as ever, 
The differen 
is concerned, seems to be that practical- 
ly everybody sympathizes with Eyg- 
land in Chinn, while the country was 
about evenly divided’ in regard to 
Africa.

is little @oubt that the President will 
then tukea prominent part. But the 
crisis is likely to come long before 
that time, Discussing the situation in 
the Orient, J. C, Burton's a commis- 
sion merchant of London, England, 
who is in this city, says: “It will be 
impossible to convince Englishmen’ 
that Russia is innocent in the matter 
of the Chinese uprising. Russia is 
appareptly veady for every emergency, 
Trocps ave not far from where they 
are necded, [tis true that the other 
countries bave troops on hand, but in 
small numbers. Russia probably has 
three or four times more than all the 
others put together, and can quickly 
have even greater numbers, My opin- 
ion is that Russia would not have per- 
mitted these troubles to come to a 
head nntil the Trans-Siberion Railroad 
was completed were it uot for the fact 
that England is at present involved in 
the South African war. Were it not 
for the South African war three- 
fourths of the news coming from 
China would be about, the aggressive 
moves of the English to protect her 
own and other foreign missionaries. 
As it is now, all the news is about 
Russia and other countries. [t is 

recious little 1 know about what the 

ritish government could or could not 
do, but it stands to reason that South 
Africa is all she wants to attend to at 
present.

The Japanese government has _in- 
formed the United States that it has 
issued an order which will largely pro- 
hibit the immigration of Jupanese to 
the United States and Ganada, whieh 
has given rise to so, much talk of late. 
The Japanese Parliament is not now 
in session, but the government, taking 
advantage of an emergeriey privilege 
in its laws, ordered that an average of 
only five persons may emigrate to the 
United Ste in one wonth from any 
of the 47 prefectures in that country, 
The same order was put into effect in 
regard to Canada, except that donble 
the number will be allowed to come to 
the Dominion from each prefecture, 
In order to prevent emigrants to 
Canada crossing the border int® the 
United States and thus evading the 
intention of the law, it is announced 
that the Japanese government will 
prevent this by inaugurating & system 
of examinations at ports of debarka- 
tion, if it is found that the spirit of the 
order is evaded, The fact of the 
cordial co-operation of the Japanese 
government with the United States 
in this mutter is looked upon by the 
President and Cabinet as a most 
friendly action by a power which has 
always been on the best terins with 
this country.

The Army In the Field, 

The layman cannot easily realize the 
vast nmount of material as to food and 
ammunition demanded by an army in 
the field. A few facts and figures as 
to this may ald to make it more tangi- 
ble. Each man requires, at a mini- 
num, three pounds and a half of food 
per day, Hach animal should haye at 
least 20 pounds of food fn countries 
where grazing {s not abundant. If we 
take, for purposes of estimate, only 15 
pounds required to supply each animal, 
leaving five pounds to be gathered from 
the country by grazing and otherwise, 
we assume a quantity that may be con- 
sidered a minimum. 

An army of 150,000 men would re- 
quire about 50,000 animals for trans- 
portation of artillery, camp equipment, 
ammunition, food, hospital and med- 
ileal equipment. There: should-not be 
tess than 30,000 cavalry. There should 
not be less than 10,000 animals avyail- 
able at all times to supply losses. This 
makes a total of 90,000 animals to be 
fed. With this as a basis we see that 
the dally demands would be for the 
men 525,000 pounds and for the horses 
1,850,000 pounds, or an aggregate of 
1.875.000 pounds. This is equal to 
something more than 836 tons per day. 
—Captain Zalinski in Harper's Weekly. 


The Finger Natla, 

In days when superstition was more 
prevalent than it is now the shape and 
fippearancé of the finger nails were 
considered to have reference to one’s 
destiny.

Longevity of Whates. 

Some light w thrown upon the sub- 
ject of the vitality of whales by tinding 
cue of these animals In Bering sea in 
1890 with a “toggle” Larpoon head in 
fits body bearlug the mark of the Amer- 
Jean whaler Montezuma. That vessel 
was engaged In whaling In Bering sea 
about ten years, but not later than 
1854. She was afterward sold to the 
government and was sunk fn Charles- 
ton harbor during the civil war to serve 
as an obstruction. [ence it is estimat- 
ed the whale must haye carried (the 
harpoon not less than 36 year's. 

In connection with this fact William 
H. Dall gives an account in The Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine of a dis- 
cussion with Captain B. P. Herendeen 
of the United States National myseum 
‘of cases of whales that have been sup- 
posed to have made their way from 
Greenland waters to Bering strait and 
to have been identified by the Larpoons 
they carried. While it Is very likely 
that the whale really makes the pas- 
fage an uncertainty must always be 
allowed, for ships were often chang- 
ing ownership, and their tools were 
sold and put on board of otber vessels, 
and harpoon irons were sometimes gly- 
en or traded to Eskimos. It therefore 
beconies possible that the animal was 
étruck with a secondhand lron.—Popu- 
lar Science.
